Gems Belonging to Late 
Widow ©f Former Kaiser

Berlin, Aug. 9 —CAP)— U- S. 


criminal investigation agents' dis- 
close'd today they were hunting 
$500,000 worth of jewels belonging- 
to the late widow of Kaiser Wil- 
helm II, which her son said van- 
ished last June from a ^ trunk in 
which he had them hidden in the 
American sector of Berlin. 


The agents said the owner of 


the gems—Princess Hermine von 
Schoenaich-Carolath, 
who 
died 


Thursday at Frankfurt-an - der - 
Oder in the Russian zone — had 
spirited 95 pieces of jewelry worth 
an estimated 51,000,000 to her son, 
Prince Ferdinand, in the IT. S. 
zone. 


Thdy said a young German wo- 


man friend of the prince*" "risked 
her neck" to smuggle the collec- 
tion out of the Russian zone in a 
valise to Ferdinand, who was to 
convert the valuables into cash for 
investment in hotel and other in- 
terest in western Germany. 


However, Ferdinand told inves- 


tigators, before he could dispose 
of the jewels, 
29 of the "best 


pieces", worth about $500,000 van- 
ished from the trunk in which he 
had them locked. 


Maze of Intrigue 


Investigators — attempting to 


unravel the mystery, have encount- 
ered a maze of intrigue involving 
fortune tellers, characters from the 
Berlin underworld and. persons of. 
half a dozen nationalities, includ- 
ing an unidentified American civ- 
ilian in whise house Ferdinand — 
with his "million dollar trlink"— 
was a guest for a .short period.

In Europe I had 
seen 
many 


cities more badly damaged by re- 
peated air raids. But it gave a 
creepy feeling of awe to realize 
that the debris of Nagasaki had 
been created in a single terrible 
blow. This feeling of awe at the 
power of the atom bomb has never 
left me, and I think that anyone 
who goes to Hiroshima or Nagas- 
aki -shares itvThat's why the big 
people of the world who make the 
decisions that count should see 
these civic rubbles.

I walked through the charred 


new concrete hospital.

had 


withstood the blast very well. 


All Occupants Killed 


"But every patient, every nurse 


and every doctor inside the hos- 
pital was killed," said Capt. Her- 
bert Home, Jr., an American med- 
ical officer stationed here. 


He pointed out one thing about 


the atom bomb that many people 
have overlooked—that it is truly 
a "death ray." Home estimated 
that 30,000 persons were seared 
to death in ten seconds and that 
another 30.000 to 40,000 died with- 
in the next six weeks—lingering 
deaths from gamma 
ray 
burns 


that destroy blood cell buUding 
tissue in the bone marrow and 
burn 
intestines so severely no 


food can be digested. 


Another impressive tiling about 


the bomb is its capriciousness. 
Many of the hospital's glass win- 
dows had liquified from the in- 
tense heat. Yet a few yards from 
the building lay shattered board* 
and twisted mattresses that shoxv- 
ed no burns. 


In the top floor of the hospita 


was a room stacked high with 
medical records 
The blast had 


instantaneously converted 
them 


from ordinary paper into a greas> 
gray powder. Such a temperature 
is above the power of the ordinary 
mind to comprehend.

He further stated that the com-

With the aim of giving a firm foundation for secondary education 


and keeping pace with the educational standards of the day, St. Mary's 
Academy in Oregon is now ready to offer facilities for the teaching of 
approximately 100 boys and girls of kindergarten through sixth grade 
age.'Founded Sept. 26. 1944, the date on which the classroom'building 
shown'at the left was purchased, the school is conducted by the Presenta- 
tion Sisters of Oregon as a mother-house and novitiate. Study and rec- 


reational activities, which are carried out on the playground pictured 
in the center, are both supervised by the nuns in charge. The building 
at the right is the 'newly-purchased dormitory where accommodations 
are available for 16 girls who wish to be resident students during the 
coming school year. Classes of the 1947-48 term will be open to boys 
and girls within the kindergarten through sixth grade age range regard- 
less of religious affiliation. 


Resident students at the academy sleep in a dormi- 


tory room, a portion of which is pictured above. The 
newly-purchased building where the dormitory and fa- 
cilities for the students are located also houses the 
nuns. Shown in the student dormitory are, left to 
right: Julie Rystrom, Joanne Rystrom and Jeanie Loan. 


Outdoor play is as closely supervised as class- 


room work at St. Mary's. Indulging in diversified ac- 
tivities in the large sandbox are some of the students 
who are attending the summer kindergarten session.

Additional play 
facilities are', on order and will be installed on the school 
grounds as soon as they arrive. Besides the study and

This was Kennan's second tour

American ambassador to Moscow 
in 1933 after studying all phases 
of Russian language and history 
for five years. Even today 
he 


refers frequently to passages from 
Chekhov, Tolstoy and Dostoevsky. 


One of his favonte State de- 


partment companions is Charles 
E. (Chip) Bohlen, another useful 
Russian speaking official. 


Kennan has numerous hobbies. 


When he is not repairing his farm 
in Pennsylvania, he plays 
the 


piano or the guitar or sketches. 


Known as a "family man," he 


has a very attractive wife, the 
former Annalise Sorenson of Nor- 
way, and two young daughters. 


Enthusiastic by 
temperament, 


Kennan nevertheless maintains an 
open-rninded 
attitude 
toward 


Russia. 
He can cite 
statistics 


about Russian production, geogra- 
phy and other characteristics, all 
gained from-his intensive study. 


Kennan has served in Latavia, 


Germany, Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Switzerland and Portugal. 


Because the Scandinavian sagas
